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Early History of Rutland 

Rutland, the sent of I l tti hi 1 11] County, Is located 011 Otter 
( 'reek, in an ntuphithealerof mountains Killington, Shrewsbury, 
and Pico on the cast and north, and Derrick and Birdseve, in the 
'laconic Range on the west. Rutland County provided invaluable 
opportunities for its early settler.-, because Ql a wealth of lumber, 
land, minerals and waterpower. phis its accessibility to Boston, 
New York, and Montreal. 

The Charter of Hut land was one of sixty issued in I Tti 1 by 
Governor Benniug Went worth of New Hampshire. The first 
grantee was John Murray, a prominent citizen of Rutland. 
Massachusetts, who probably named the township. 

In 1769, Colonel James Mead bought about 7.(M)() acres of 
land for 1<H) pounds (approximately six cents an acre) from 
Nathan Stooe of Windsor, and sold half to Charles Button of 
Clarendon. In March, 177(1, Colonel Mead moved here front 
Manchester, Vermont, and settled near the falls in Center 
Rutland. The first meeting of landowners in Rutland was held in 
October. 1773. By 1771 there were 3o families, a log meeting 
house, and a Congregational Church located at Center Rutland. 

About the beginning of the Revolutionary War, Fort Picket 
was built on North Main Street, near the corner of Terrill Street. 
Its name was later changed to Fort Rutland. In March, I77S, 
Rutland was made the headquarters for the State Troops, and the 
same year Fort Ranger was erected in Center Rutland. 

In 1775, the Old State House was erected on West Street, 
near the present Armory. It was here that the first 1. S. District 
Court in Vermont convened in 17iH and the Stale legislature met 
in I7S| and 1786. A log jail was built near the Court House. 

In I7S7. the town was divided into two parishes, Fast and 
West ; whai is now known as Rutland and West Rutland. 

It was generally believed that the situation at Center 
Rutland offered better advantages as the site for the village than 
did Main Street in the Fast Parish, and it is probable thai if the 
land owners in ( 'enter Rut laud had not priced their land too high, 
the larger business center of the county would be localed at that 
point. 

Grgat quantities of wheat were sent to out-of-state markets, 
and the best corn mills in the county were located on < nter ( 'reek. 
In the town was a printing office, and oil mill, a manufactory of 
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«fu a Ita1 mamdactury, aud a large brewery. It was said thai 
I vt . r v material needed \<>r building except glass and paint were 
made here. Potash and pearl ash later lieeamc important 
commodities. 

Itutlund village ipopulalion about 7,(100) was incorporated 
in 1847 by an Aft of the Cencral Assembly, and in IS.'ili it was 
divided into seven wards. The village was built almost entirely 
on Main and West Streets. The old stage coaches passed through 
Rutland from Montreal to Boston and New York. In tlw* center 
of the village was Federal Square (now Court Square), and on 
each side as on Main Street, handsome houses drew the attention 
ol travelers. 

A new perioitol expansion began in 1850. with the advent of 
the railroad. Rutland was the central railroad point, and at thai 
time 15 train.- a day entered the village. The rnarhle industry, 
started in IN20. doubled and redoubled, and (Jutland grew in 
commercial importance more than any other place in the state. 

The City Charter was granted .November HI, 1N1I2, and the 
lirsi mayor was I >i'. John A. Mead, The City of Rutland I hen 
had a population of I 1,7150, and included about S 1 ^ square miles.

We are hopeful that a new arterial pattern 
will be in Operation by November and that a four lane highway 
aJOBJ Route » , within fljeCity will he ready lo accommodate 
trathe in late I'.llih. 

Water problems have been common to the Northeast in the 
.•ist few years. Basically. Rutland's water problems have not 
been epnfinfid to that of shortage, bm of pressure. Your Board 
ol Aldermen and other ( ity Officials have made exhaustive 
analyses ol this situation and we believe llie solution is imminent 

Installation Ol new pressure reducing valves in the Woods k 

Avenue and kast. Street areas will relieve some of this difficulty. 

\A this lime I wish to commend all our people tor the fine 
^operation relative to the limited water restrictions which we 
eli so neeeteary. Our water supply, although not 100' , normal 
has bean adequate; out problem has i „ tfial of eouaKty of 

distribution Ihrough the excellent cooperation all OUT people 
have been better able to cope with l he low-pressure problem 
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We are not satisfied lhat all our water problems will lie solved 
by new pressure valves and we are therefore planning a detailed 
survey of all water mains in the < 'ity. In this way we can I tetter 
insure our needs for the future. 

Many of you may have already uoled lhat all of the ever- 
greens from the Depol Parking lot have been re-located in Main 
Street Park. White Playgrounds and Rotary I'ield. The band 
stand in the park has been repaired and re-paiuted and the area 
is a point of pride for all our citizens. 

The Rutland Rotary Club should be widely commended for 
its intense civic interest. This past year, a total oi ss,,"iiio has 
been donated to our community by this service club. They 
allocated $3,500 for refurnishing the tennis courts at Rotary I'ield 
and the City received S."),I)(H).(N I towards a Rescue Truck for the 
l ire Department. A check for S.1,000.(M) was also given for the 
Rescue Truck by < 'iv il I Meu.se. These donations are expressions 
ol good faith and love of our fellow-man and I sin< i-iclv commend 
both organizations for their benevolence. 

Rutland will also be the recipient of another example of 
CO-Qperative civic pride. Soon a new and attractive tourist 
information booth will be completed at -Main Street Park. The 
< 'ity is extremely grateful to the following for their donations and 
the realization of a valuable and most attractive project. 
Architects: Mrs. Mary Cadweil, Payson Webber. Contractors: 
Donald Noyes and I'arle Spencer. Exterior: Vermont Marble 
Company. Electric heating: Central Vermont Public Service

A major project now nearly completed, except black inp in 
I he spriuL', is t he w idening of a large segment of Creseenl Siiv.-t 
The work included the area from Church Street to North Main. 
New ciirbings and new driveway entrances have lieen built along 
the north side of the thoroughfare. 

In so far as this street has become a main trallic artery, 
these needed improvements were essential 

By next spring we hope to have overhead traffic signs 
installed along North Main Street. 

Again great civic interest has been displayed by several local 
businesses. The Central Vermont Public Service Corporation, 
Howe Richardson Scale Company and General Electric have all 
offered the services of their siaff engineers to assist the < 'ity with 
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any of its major problem* at any time. This is another line 

example of great community spirit and I commend them for 

their interest ami contribution. 

I am also deeply grateful to our City Planning Commission 
for their efforts during the past year. This conscientious group 
have worked diligently to create a sound and workable traffic 
pattern, has done exhaustive research in many fields and has 
oll'ered invaluable assistance relative to a Master "l Man for Rutland 
City. 

Rutland is growing; Rutland shall continue to grow and 

prosper. In recent months We saw passage of noteworthy bond 
issues for our schools. A new shopping center now graces our 
downtown business area and also we have a new and most 
necessary addition to our library. 

These gains and accomplishments are not mine alone. Were 
it not for the fjood will and dedication of all of our City Depart 
ment heads and I heir employees, my task as leader would not be 
possible. 

I say, "Thank you" to all of them and ask for their Continued 
support. At this time I wish to thank the members of the Hoard 
of Aldermen for their loyal support given me. This ha- made the 
job as Mayor much easier. 

These, my fellow citizens, are concrete examples that Rutland 
is moving ahead. We shall continue in this vein as long as all of 
us support and encourage progressive government, 

I have enjoyed my term as your Mayor, The ollice presents 
as many problems as challenges \\ t he "beginning, my hope was 
for a great Iiutlaud; tomorrow's hope is for an even greater 
community.

The instructional program in our seven elemeutary Schools, 
has Continued tO improve during the pasl year. In the held of 
reading, new textbooks were purchased for the fourth grade and 
new phonics Ixiok.- for the third grade. An individualized reading 
program which was Started last year has been extended into the 
second grade. This program has proven very successful. The 
mobile hook service has lieeu extended into two more schools. 

i'tnler Title II of the Klemciiiary and Secondary Education Wt 

we purchased forty six hundred dollars worth of library books For 
the elementary schools. 

Modern Mathematics programs have heen instituted in all 

grades in the Rutland Public Schools. Throughout the year u 

group of teachers worked on selecting a textbook to he Used .it 
all grade levels. \n adoption Was made in June tor next year. 

In the held nf science we have purchased several moliile 
science tables. \ science show was held ai the Northwest School 
Approximately thirty teachers participated in the science work- 
shop held on Columbus Day at the Southeast School. 

I'lidcr Ti'le I of the Kleinenl ary and Secondary Kdueal ion 
Acl a physical education program was inaugurated at the 
navenwood School. Children were Intssed from the Havenwood 
School to the Northwest School to utilize the gymnasium. An 
after-school recreation program was offered lor girls for the first 
time. The physical education program continued on a one day 
a week basis this year, hut will move lo two days a week next year 

Among the more interesting units of work in the elementary 
schools during the past year was an exchange of letters and 
information wild a classroom in the city of Rutland, England, 
Mayor Nichols, Lieutenant Governor Daley and Other city 
officials sent tape recorded greetings to the children in that 
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H.rnniunit y. We also had a similar utiil of work with an exchange 
Of letters and information with B school in Los Alamos, New 
Mexico. 

Kiltieational television was utilized in tlie ltutland Public 
Schools during the past year lo u greater extent than before. 
M..si of the schools are connected to the local television cable. 
A federal grant an<! P.T.A. contributions enabled (is to purchase 
at least fcWO television sets for each school. The teachers report 
that these programs are very beneficial to the children. 

We utilized a sehool-to-home lelcph ! for a home l» 1 

Child in the fourth grade at the Longfellow School. This program 
has proven very successful and insofar as we know is the only 
program of its type at that grade level in 1 he stale. 

We continue to utilize the services of the Family Life 
foundation. Approximately sixty-five children were referred to 
the "school unit." This direct service offered to children has 
been a tremendous help to I he teachers, students and parents 

Under Title I of the ESEA we were able to hire some 
additional personnel. A remedial reading teacher worked during 
the last half of the year in the system and we added a fourth 
nurse. Dental and Optical work was provided lor children and 
we purchased several thousand dollars worth of materials and 
equipment to be used in our schools. Most of i he programs under 
this act are shared with the parochial schools. 

We continue to feel a.u increase, in enrollment in the 
elementary schools. This year we added tWO new' classrooms, 
a third grade at Dana and a lift li grade at Lincoln. 

Junior High School 

Two of the Junior High School teachers have ventured into 
i he held of authorship. Mr. Francis La Valley wrote an adaption 
of a work on the DNA molecule for hiology and Mrs. Doris Miller 
has developed a narrative film-strip to accompany the story of 
Johnny Tremaiu. A similar filmslrip is being developed Ly the 
guidance department to give pupils an insight into the business 
curriculum at flu- high school. 

We are holding pupils in school through the ninth grade aside 
from the law requirement. This is one of the best reasons for the 
existence of a junior high school. In the academic area the 
eiirricular achievements are excellent. In reading, fifty per cent 
of the three grades of Junior High School scored ai or above the 
seventieth percentile even when compared with national norm- 
for the next higher grade. The figures are somt-wluil comparable 
for mathematics and Fnglish. 
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Among curriculum developments ai the Senior High School 
during the past year were the inclusion of two periods per week 
of physical education for all seniors. Provision w as also made for 
an additional period a week of laboratory work for advanced 
chemistry, advanced physics, and advanced biologv for the 
students. A full time program in welding and .-mall ga- engines 
was inaugurated in the vocational school. A special class in 
grade ten Fnglish was developed for sophomores needing extra 
help in reading and writing. The Adv anced Placement course in 
Fnglish for able seniors w as continued for a second year after the 
experience of the first year indicated its value. Advanced 
Placement now appears to be a permanent part of the Fnglish 
I >r< igram. 

Forty-six percent of the class of ISKJ5 entered college and a 
total of fifty-four percent Continued formal education. Tbifl 
Compares favorably with the state averages fur public high schools 
of thirty-six percent and forty-eight percent, respect ively. 

The cfA8a "t I'.Kiti had four National Merit semi-liualists and 
one student earning a letter of commendation. In State contests 
our students earned first prize in the Vermont Federation of 
Women's Clubs art contest, fourth prize in the Vermont poetry 
Contest and second prize in the Fdmuuds Fssay Contest plus first 
and second prizes in the district. Several students won honorary 
scholarships awarded by the colleges and not based on financial 
need. One class member won a National Honor Society honor 
scholarship. Seven seniors, ihrec juniors and two sophomores 

-cored in the top twenty percent on the National Life insurance 

Company University of Vermont mathematics examination. 

Our t wo st udents at tending the Vermont Cithsensbip t Conference 

wen- selected lo at lend the Northeastern Citizenship Conference 

at Tufts University. 

Data processing was again used for scheduling, lints relie\ ing 
the time ot administrators and teacher-. We also used data 
processing for the first time in preparing report cards. This ha- 
proven very successful and has saved the teachers many hours of 
clerical work. 

At I he Senior High School the planned program of encour- 
aging students to voluntarily seek information in counseling 
rather than to wait to lie called by the counselor has resulted in 
another increase in the rate of initiated interviews. While 
incoming tenth grade students continue to need to be called for 
the first interview which we plan immediately at the l>eginning of 
the school year, many of them voluntarily sought guidance 
services during the year. The majority of appointments with the 
eleventh and twelfth grade students was at their request. Every 
student was seen at least twice during the year, many were seen 
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four or five times; lew seemed to rectuire the ejttewfiive counseling 
which is provided at the Junior High SchooL

Adult Evening. School 

Five hundred twenty-one adults were enrolled in course- 
given by the Rutland Evening Vocational and Technical SchooL 
Students came from sixty-one towns and the City of Rutland 
Courses were from 30 to ISO hours in length, Classes were held 
at the Rutland Senior High School. General Kiectric Company, 

Rutland Hospital and Howe Richardson Scale Company, More 
courses and more evenings were offered for adult education than 
any year in the past. The school operated five nights a week for 
rnost of the year. Among the Manpower Development and 
Training Ad 'course.- given this year were four programs lor 
nurses' aids, one program for women general machine operators, 
a steno-typist course and a clerk-typist course. 

The Adult Education Program which was operated separately 
from the evening school continued to do well over the past year 
with a total of nineteen courses and an enrollnieut of 533 persons. 
Several new courses were tried this past year. The Rutland 
Choral Society in cooperation with the Adult Kdueation Program 
offered a class in group sinning culminating in a concert which w 
presented aft the Rutland High School auditorium A driver 
training class was given both terms. A class in modern mathe- 
matics for parents was also offered. The class presented a broad 
virw of modern math. starling with the elementary school 
approach. 

Adult Basic- Kdueation Classes wre given, funds for these 

classes were received through the state of Vermont from its 
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allotment of Title II-liof the Economy Opportunity Act of nun. 

Reception of the classes was encouraging and we plan to continue 
t hese courses.

A very extensive health program is conducted in the Rutland 
Public Schools. Cart of this program is an immunization program 
for kindergarten and first grade children. Three bundled and 
seven children received diplit heriu-tet ami- inoculations under

(if the City nf Rutland and the Hoard of Health. 

Health appraisal- are given Children in all schools, both 
public and parochial. This includes the checking of height, 
weight, nutrition, general appearance, skin, throat and posture. 

Physical examinations were given to children in the kindergarten 
and Haven wood schools. Toe day to day function- of the nurses 

includes first aid. and school and home visits. We would like to 
thank the following doctors lor their assistance in this program: 
Dr. William O'Rourke, Dr. W illiam BrjeUn, Dr. Kmilie Perkins 
and Dr. Arthur Wolk 

Children from mir Schools have been referred to other agen- 

cie.- for assistance. Among the agencies with which wc have 

worked arc the t&ODS Quo, City Welfare Department, ('nm- 
munity Child Care. Inc., Department of Social Welfare, Depart- 
ment of Public Health. Diabetic ('amp, Vermont Tumor Clinic, 
Children's Aid Society and the Vermont Catholic Charities, 

The Health Department assisted with the arrangements and 
distribution of sixty-four Thanksgiving basket- for Rutland 
families, provided through donations from Rutland school 
children. 

I tut dental hygienisi worked in a prophylaxis and foundation 

program with f&H second and fifth graders, Dental inspections 
were also conducted throughout the schools. A total of 2,0911 
students were inspected during the school year. Toot h brushing 

instruction is given to every child and the importance of good 

oral hygiene and proper diet is stressed. Ninety-seven children 
were referred to the Community Child Care, Inc.. for emergency 
treatment or complete mouth rehabilitation. I tider Title 1 of 

the Elementary and Secondary Kdueation Act a dental program 

WAS put in operation in several of our schools. 

A iieu speech therapist, Mrs. Klizaheth Daitoa, started in 
our schools in February. She is presently working with W 

children a1 the elementary, junior and senior high school levels. 

Vtany children showed improvement even I hough the period of 
therapy sessions was short. The Rutland schools are glad to 

continue to offer this type of service to children. We are one 

of the few systems in the stale having a speech therapist.

MAINTENANCE I >KPAKT.\i LNT 
The Building Committee of the Board of School Commis- 

sinners conducts an annual inspect ion of all the schools. They 

report that the maintenance and custodial departments continue 

lo keep our schools in fine Condition. The following is a partial 
list of some of the tilings Which have been done during the past 
year by our own maintenance department. 

Painting: A total of '_'4 classrooms were painted during the 
year. These were at (lie High School and Junior High School, 
Southeast School, Lincoln School. Northeast School and Dana 
School. 

Kurnituro: formica tops were installed on tables at the 
Junior Higli School, Northwest School, Dana School and the 
High School. Several bookcases were built and painted at 
various schools. 

Building and Repairs: A new front door was installed at 
Park Street School and a new door at the high school shop.

Plumbing: Sinks were installed at the Junior High School 
economics room and High School library, boys' and girls' toilet 
rooms at Dana and part of a new water main at Dana School. 
All boilers were checked and cleaned. 

General: The emergency generators were maintained. 
Surplus food commodities were distributed to the various schools. 
All fields were mowed and maintained. The tire sprinklers at 
Lincoln, Dana and Park Street School were serviced. 

NEEDS op Tin-; schools 

.Many of the needs of the schools are included in next year's 
budget. A brief explanation of some of these is found under the 
Budget section of this report. 

The Rutland Public Schools continue to face increasing 
enrollment pressures. As a result the citizens of Rutland passed 
a bond issue on June 7 to provide additional classroom space tit 
the elementary level. Six new rooms and a library will be added 



at Northeast School and three classrooms, a library and a 
multipurpose room will be added at the Dana School. In addition 
to this the bond issue included improvements at the Longfellow 
School and the Junior and Senior High Schools. 

Our long range planning for the other elementary schools 
should include provisions for libraries. The state will soon he 
requiring libraries in elementary schools. 

Knrollmeiit pressures are also being strongly felt at the 
Secondary level. As a result the school system has been partici- 
pating in a union high school study which was done in cooperation 
with I I towns surrounding the City. The Hoard of School 
Commissioners is looking al a l uion High School as one possi- 
bility of solving enrollment pressures at the secondary level. 
During the school year IHOtM'w some decision should be made 
concerning the long range solution to this problem. 

Better facilities are needed for physical education and 
athletics tit both the Senior and Junior High School.-. The 
present field is inadequate for the large numbers of students 
who use it . < Consideration Should be given to a municipal athletic 
field which could be used by everyone in the City. 

SCHOOL BJ&DGJ5T 

Our Budget has been adopted by the Board of School 
Commissioners as provided for in the City Charter. However, 
according to law. we are "presenting" the Budget elsewhere in 
this report. 

A study of the Budget, as compared with last year's will show 
that the increases are mainly due to the following: 

Free Textbooks: We are now required by law to furnish 
free textbooks to all students. 

School Bus: We must purchase a new school bus to meet 
state minimum standards. 

Classroom Rental: Due to overcrowded conditions in our 
elementary schools we are tenting two classrooms to reduce class 
size. 

Additional Teaching Staff: Required due to increasing 
enrollments and program improvements tit all lev els 

Salary Adjustments: lor teachers and other school 
personnel. 

Increasing costs for maintenance s ipplies and instructional 

materials.

For the Year Ending June 30, 1966 

'I'n theMonorabte ('it;/ Council ami Citizens of Rutland: 

it is a pleasure to present my third annual report as the 
Director of t he lint lan<i free Library. Highlighting I his pas' year 
was the construction of the long needed library addition. It bean 

repeat ing t hat I he generosity of Mr. Kdwin W. Lawrence provided 
(he impetus to l>egiu this project. His gilt, in combination with 
money from the Library Association's trust funds and a grant 

from the Federal Covernmcut. has provided Rutland citizens 

witii a plant whose service area presents an expansion of nearly 
SO percent. 

The new adult reading room, to he known as the Lawrence 
Reading Room, will idler a restful and relaxing area away from 
the library's mainstream in the south wing of the addition, 
(neatly needed new stacks in the addition's central portion will 
make I he library's collection easier for patrons to use and for 
stall to maintain. The north wing more than doubles the ^\/.c 
of the children's department, A full basement makes provision 
for longer term expansion needs of the library. 

I feel that an emphatic, if brief, tribute lo the library stall is 
appropriate here. Many discomforts, naturally, are attendant to 
a building addition. In spite of heavy dust and noise from time 
to time and over a period of time, the stall' was able to maintain 
library service without any interruptions or closings. Wore 
minor as inconveniences were necessary temporary cutoffs in 
the electrical service, and fluctuations in the heating, from chilly 
to too hot during the winter as new additions to the old boiler 
gni made. Many who patronized the library iluring these months 
will find a familiar ring in this recall. 

Library Staff and Children's Department 

Miss Mary ('. Isbell, eatalogor of the library for over live 
years, left Rutland in September to work in the Rochester, 
Minnesota, I'uhlie Library. An interim period followed during 
which £\lrs. Frances Carroll, who has completed her library 
eertilicAte work by attending twelve weeks of sessions at the 
Fniversity of New Hampshire summer school on public library 
techniques, worked with I he Director and t he Children's Librarian 
on I he cataloging until a replacement for Miss Isbell could be 
hired. Miss Kay Kai Lin. a graduate of ( leorge I'eahody Library 
School, became Rutland's new cataloger in January. 




Miss Vivian Hewitt, Mrs. Carolyn Sharp, and Mrs. R. Gale 
Spaulding again were familiar to library borrowers in thru 
Service roles, '['he summer staff assistants included Lindell 
Abbott and John Hamilton, in the adult and children's depart- 
ments, respectively, and Mrs. Fli/.abeth Taylor and Mrs. Anne 
Kirbaeh, children's storytellers. The pages, custodian George 
Myers, and Misses Irene Francis and Josephine Ivosmus, who 
attend to bookkeeping and other library financial matters, all 
played responsible stall' rules. 

Mrs. Barbara Douglas, Children's Librarian, again super- 
vised the Children's Film program, whose theme this year was 



"Peace On Earth. 11 Mrs. Douglas, who .served on the Dnrothv 
Can field Fisher Children's Book Award Committee, submitted 
her resignation to become Coordinator of Elementary School 
Libraries in Kul land, heginning in September, 1966, A faithful 
meinlx-r of the staff since 1953, all good wishes accompany bet- 
as she moves into her new job. Her Contributions to the library's 
growth and progress over the years arc worthy of note, and they 
arc appreciated. 

Book Collection 

Circulation was at a relatively high level despite the fact of a 
construction project being in process. The constantly increasing 
use of reference and resource materials in the library as the 
Collection grows stronger and as the area's educational demands- 
expand is noticeable. Among new reference works which we 
added to the collection this past year in addition to the updating 
of others are The Directory of the Ancestral Heads of Xew 
England Families, 1620-1700, The Larousse Encyclopedia, of 
Modern Art. British Authors Before 1K00, The Odyssey World 
Atlas, The American Negro Reference Hook. Dictionary of the 
Bible, Early American Dress, Who's Who In The East, The 

Larousse Encyclopedia of World Geography, The Acronyms and 

Iiiitialisms Dictionary, Standard Book of Shakespeare Quota- 
tions, Dictionary Of Canadian Biography 1000-1700, Xew 
Century Classical Handbook. Wilson's Standard Catalog for 
Junior High School Libraries, ParteT Sargent's Handbook of 
Private Schools, and the Met iraw- 1 1 ill Encyclopedia of Science 

and Technology, 

Good publicity was given to library activities again this 
year by the Rutland Daily Herald and by radio stations WSYB 
and WI1WB. Library displays in a variety of subject areas were 
arranged b\ Nits ( ieorge l! Jackson and Mrs Charles 8 
Brown. Several cash gifts and a number of hooks were received 
from library friends. The library's meeting rooms were utilized 
by CastletOH College extension students for music listening 
purposes, by the slate library extension agency for stall meetings 
and for lull week braining institutes, and by other community 
and area groups.

Street Department 

A large numlier of streets throughout the City were 
re-shaped, graded and a tack eoat of asphalt applied. A total 
of 'J7.231I gallons of asphalt; L'ti3 tons of stone; 1.3(H) tons of urits; 
123 tons of sand: MM tons of pea stone and I tons of "A" stone 
were used. 

We constructed f, !KK{ sipiare feel of sidewalk and 1,01!) feet 
of curbs. Numerous other walks and curbs were repaired: holes in 
the streets were patched; catch basins were built ami repaired 
and a great many small jobs completed. 

Cuardrails were repaired or replaced and repainted; old 
street signs were replaced with new Scotchlite signs.

Planning Commission 

To the Citizen* of Rutland: 

The City Planning Commission was reactivated by Mayor 
Harold Nichols and lias met regularly during the past year- 
ns general purpose lias Ik'pii 1<i Inventory and Research the 
physical needs of the Community and to develop plans for 
improvement. 

The Planning Commission has worker! closely with the 
Mayor. Committees of I he Hoard of Aldermen and the Put land 
Region Chamber of Commerce to ellcei this purpose. 

The lirst piiase of a detailed study and reeommeiMlation for 
a Trallie Plan was presented by the Planning Commission to the 
Board of Aldermen and acted on. The Traffic Safety Committee 
greatly assisted in the preparation of the report. 

W e have strongly supported the plan for improvement in our 
W&tel Distribution System and are currently studying new 
KOUroea of additional water supply. 

The Commission has maintained close liaison with the 
Developers of the downtown Shopping Center. We have recom- 
mended that landscape design include beautilicatioti of the large 
parking area with planting areas for flowers and shrubs. Recog- 
nizing the future Traffic Problem to be created by tins complex 
of new stores, we have initiated plans for widening and 
straightening Kvelyn Street. 

A Tax Study Committee was formed to project future 
growth trends in City He venue so that capital improvements 
may be planned and scheduled with liscal confidence. 

Currently, the Planning Commission is revising the "Master 
Plan" of the City of Rutland so that a development pattern, 
based on realistic objectives will be projected for the next 10 to 
20 years. Jt is intended that this plan will meet the requirements 
of i he federal Government for certain available grants. Also, 
it is the "Comprehensive plan" referred to in the Vermont 
Planning Knahling Act. It is our objective that this "official 
Municipal Plan" be adopted by the Planning Commission and 
also by the voters of the City. 

The planning Commission recognizes that a Municipal Plan 
is never really complete. Changing conditions require constant 
revisions. Continuing study aeid action will assure stable 
progress.

-■alls of various nature. Ill of which were for the use of oxygen. 

There were lour deaths caused by lire during the year. On 
December 18, L666, Mr. I lenrge lingers aged o'i, died of smoke 

inhalation at lis oibson Avenue. On December 20, 1965, 

Mr. Kenneth McDonell aged 2!l, was severely burned at 17 
Cleveland Avenue and died three days later at the Rutland 

Hospital, 'in February I. Mr. Robert Davis aged 71, was badly 

burned in a fire that gutted hi- living room at 216 Straiiun Road 
and dierl a few hours later at the hospital. On April |.">, Mrs. Klva 
I'regosi of Mil Maple Street, was badly burned while lighting an 
i hi I door Br* anil died three days later at the hospital. 

I hi February IS. a space heater in the down stairs apartment 
of a two Family dwelling located al 290 West Street and occupied 
by Mr. Donald Siannard and family, exploded and spattered 
flaming oil into two rooms. Mrs. Stannard and three children 
were eating breakfast anil escaped through a side door, her two 
other babies were asleep in another room and Mrs. Siannard was 
unable to gel <o them, Mr. Richard Oilman was passing by and 
made two trips into the llamiug building ami rescued both child 
ron. Mr. Oilman was given a Citation by Mayor Nichols for liis 
outstanding acl . The family of Mr. Kdward Canovun, who 
occupied the second door, escaped by a rear stairway. 

On March 18, Gloria BroWU, aged six months was rescued 
from the building located al William Street by fireman 
Charles Taylor, who lives next door. I'ireman Taylor was off 
duly at the time. The baby was left in care of the Wilfred Xiles 
family while the parents were shopping. Mr. Niles. aged Nil, WaS 
alone with the baby. I'ireman Taylor, who was working in the 
back of his home, beard cries for help and when he went in I he 
front of his house he saw smoke coming from the front of the 
Xiles house and Mr Xiles was on the fronl porch, tie assisted 
Mr. Xiles to I he walk and went back on the porch ami heard 
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the l>al>y crying, lie crawled through the smoke tilled liall am) 
into a living room and found the baby in a car cril> between two 
chairs, fie carried the baby outside and gave month to month 
resuscitation which saved the life of the l>al>y. Mr. Taylor was 
given a Citation hy Mayor Xichols and I certainly want to add 
my respect io these two men for their outstanding acts. 

First Assistant Chief Frank II, Seward retired from I he 
Fire Department on May 23. 1000 after 42 years of faithful 
service. Mr. Seward joined the Fire Department on September 
2 1, L924. He was appointed Captain on May 5, 193(1. Second

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Rutland Pojice Department for the focal year July 1. 1065 to 
.In ne .HO. I '.Mill. 

The department ha* a Chief of Police, one Captain, one 
Lieutenant, two Sergeants, twenty Patrolmen, one meter 
patrolman. Traffic BUTftan ( 'lerk. seven sehool eruwsini? guards 
and tweutv-five active special poliee offieers. Two additional 
regular Officers are needed In maintain and furnish adequate 
service and protect ion. Increased services and demands on the 

departmeol have required the increased use of special officers 

w hich many times are not fully trained or available. 

There has been considerable increase in all phases of police 
service with the exception of i he parking meter division. With 
l he removal of approximately 380 parking meters from the three 
city lots it is expected parking meter revenue will decrease about 
fifty per cent. 

The increase in special activities and visits from dignitaries 
increased, requiring increased use of special officers for traffic and 

crowd control. 

Several major traliic changes are presently underway, due to 
lie completed this fall. These changes made necessary by 
increased volume of traffic and construction of the new shopping 
center arc expected to improve traliic flow and safety. 

All extensive training program is now underway in all phases 
of police work and is mandatory for all officers. At this time two 
ollicers are attending the Vermont State Police Training School. 
Ml ollicers have just completed an intensive ten week firearms 
eourse with very satisfactory results. Much needed, new and 
replacement equipment is i>eing purchased as funds become 
available. A complete new two-way radio system is being pur- 
chased as well as portable radios for lx>at patrol ollicers and 
emergency or disaster use.

To the fftmornlilr Villi Council mitt 
Citizens of Rutland, Vermont: 

The year 1965-66 has Ween a most significant one in the City 
Welfare Department. In June of this year the City Poor harm, 
established in the early eighteen hundreds, was officially closed. 
The concept of a poor farm or almshouse was derived from the 
Fli/abet ban Poor Laws of Kith century Ftigland and is no longer 
a practical or humane method of caring for the indigent. It 
segregates the poor and carries with it a stigma which robs people 
of pride and human dignity. In our present day society indigent 
persons who are elderly, disabled or unable to care for themselves 
can be better cared for in convalescent or boarding homes at far 
less cost to the local taxpayer. The seven people who were 
permanent residents of the farm are now being provided for in 
t his manner. 

Mayor Nichols and the Hoard of Aldermen are to lie 
commended for their wisdom and foresighl in faking this step. 

I would like to thank -Mr. and Mrs. Itichard Decker for 
their loyal and conscientious service as superintendents at the 
City I arm and most especially for the warmth and kindness with 
which they cared for those who sought refuge there. 

The Welfare Department gave assistance to 2!t2 families and 
325 single persons during the past year. As in prev ious years the 
greater part of i his was spent for medical care with SIN. Hi7 -pent 
for doctors' service--. for hospital care and SI3,~>X() for 

people in nursing homes. General aid, i.e., food, shelter, clothing, 
fuel, etc., accounted for $43, P.HI of t he appropriation. It is hoped 
that the coming year will bring a reduction in medical expense 
because of the state and federal medical programs which went into 
effect July 1, Ittfifi. 

The Legislative Council of the Stale legislature last 
September appointed a committee to study Welfare in the 
State of Vermont with particular emphasis on local welfare 
administration. I have been privileged to serve on this com- 
mittee. The committee has made a comprehensive study and 
plans to make recommendations to the Legislature which, il 
enacted into law, would make sweeping changes in the method by 
which the problems of welfare are dealt with in Vermont. The

most important change would l>e tin? elimination of the Town 

Welfare I Vparrmeuts and centralization in the State_ Department 

of Social Welfare, the complete responsibility for the administra- 
tion of all essential welfare services. This would eliminate the 
Inequities which exist tinder the present system which lias no 
adequate standards and would relieve the towns of a financial 
burden which grows greater each year. The financial benefits to 
the State of Vermont would be substantial. The new proposals 
are aimed at securing maximum Federal aid for state adminis- 
tered welfare programs, li is my opinion that these changes 
would be in the best interest of all people in the stale. 1 have 

mentioned this in my annual report because I feel that the 
citizens and taxpayers have a right to be made aware of develop- 
ments in government which are of vital concern to so many. 

I wish to express my gratitude to Miss Catherine Walsh 
and Mr.-. John llalpiu for ilnir invaluable help in i he adminis- 
tration of the Welfare Department. 

I also wish to express my thanks to Mayor Nichols jmd the 
Board of Aldermen for their cooperation and help during the 
past year.

This past fiscal year lias been one of greatly increased 
activity at the Rutland Airport an increased activity which 
luith emphasizes, serves and stimulates the greally increased 
economic activity in the Rutland region. 

Mohawk Airlines is import a nl t.o the airport and to the 
Rutland area. The mete presence here ot scheduled commercial 
airline ser\iee is an asset ot great value and the City and the 
per i] ile ol' the area must . by I heir patronage support and 01 her wise, 
(In everything tliev can i<> retain ir and make it profitable ln-r> 
for the airline's o\\ ners. 

However, it becomes increasingly evident that a predominant 
value of the airport tO the Rutland region is as the regional base 
for so-called private Hying, which here, as it does nationwide, 
account^ for inure landings and take-olfs and more passengers in 
and out than dues I he commercial airline. To enable this wry 
valuable transportation segment to operate here is perhaps the 

most important part Of the airport's mission. 

In the last SaCflJ year Mohawk brought to Rutland 1,066 
passengers some 2<W. or It',',, less than the year before. A 
schedule change during the year, which meant ;i late morning 
instead of an early morning departure from New York, was v ery 
probably the reason for this decline. Certainly it was not that 
fewer people wanted to come to Rutland. The contrary baa heeu 
true. 

In the fecal year the private pleasure and business 

aircraft landing at Rutland brought to Rutland 6,981 passengers, 
an increase over the year before of 1,646, or 30,9' . . 

In the 1963 »> fiscal year Mohawk carried 1,236 passengers 
from Rutland, :i decrease from the year before of 289, or 19' , . 
In this case, too, a schedule ebange, which makes it difficult for 

Rutland passengers wishing In go to New York to get assigned 
space beyond \lbanv, was probably responsible for the decline. 

tin the other hand the private pleasure and business aircraft 
carried from Rutland ~>.7t>3 passengers, an increase of "17. OT 
19.6%, over the year before. 

However, Mohawk carries mail, express, ami freight, in 
addition to passengers. Private planes, as a general rule, do not. 
In this past year Mohawk's express and freight business in

carried out was up 287%. Freight brought in was up 37.1i.i 
and that carried out was up 109.6%. 

The increase in private pleasure and business aircrafl 
has taxed our nirpoil's facilities even beyond I hen capacity.

The purpose <>t' the Hvil Defen.se Organization is for the 
protection of t he people of the City of Rutland. Through various 
facilities anil staff organization we are prepared to protect them 
from radioactive faBoul and at the time of natural disaster. 

Rutland City has 23 fallout shelters with a rated capacity of 
1,500 people. ThSBfl Valuable spaces were donated by various 
merchants, hanks and building ownets. Each of these shelter^ 
are stalled l>y trained .-belter managers ami al-o by personnel 
trained in the handling of HADE1' equipment. 

Our Emergency Operating Center <EOC), located in the 
Rutland library building, is staffed l>y well Qualified chairmen 
and volunteer assistants. Rutland City should he proud of the 
work being done by tbid group. 

Rutland also has a 200 hed package disaster hospital located 
in the Rutland Junior High School. 

A Rescue vehicle has been delivered to the Hut land Fire 
Department . This equipment, valued at $10,000.00 was donated 

by the Rutland Rotary Club and the civil Defense Organisation, 

The acquisition of this vehicle will be respon.-ible for the saving 
of many lives and containing injuries in the time of emergencies. 

We also have a Civil I >efense SlalY consisting of lit volunteer 
Chairmen. These < 'hairmen are well qualified for their participa- 
tion in an emergency. Without the cooperation of my stall' 
members, these Civil Defense activities could not have been 
acroinpli^hed. 

We are expecting to participate in the Community Shelter 
Program (Shelter Deficit Program) which is financed by the 
United States Government. Tins is a very worthy program but 
we are to investigate every facet of this project before entering 
into a contract with the Government.
